The Government completed its

testified to these political payments:

To Gov. Lloyd C. Stark’s 1936 
campaign fund, $4000. 

To Jesse W. Barrett, Republi- 
can nominee for Governor against 
_ Btark, $4000. 

To the late Circuit Judge Nike 
Sevier of Cole County, Jefferson 
City, $18,000. 

Boehm, on trial before a jury in 
Usited Btates District Judge George 

H, Moore’s court, is charged with 
having testified falsely before offi- 
cers of the Securities and Exchange 
Commission in denying that he 
knew of the collecting or use of 
the company slush fund. This was 
the nineteenth day of the trial, 
which began June 24, with United 
Sates Attorney Harry C, Blanton 
bnducting the Government’s case. 
The trial will be in recess tomor- 
row while the defense prepares a 
motion for a directed verdict of 
acquittal, argument of which will 
be set for Saturday. If the mo- 
tion is overruled, defense tentimony 
will start Monday. 


Nangle on Stand. 


The testimony as to the gift to 
Mayor Dickmann’s campaign fund 
was given by John J. Nangle, St. 


Louis lawyer, who was active in the 
layor’s first campaign. 

e Nangle said Boehm telephoned to 
him and arranged to meet him at 
Hotel Jefferson. There Boehm ex- 
plained that he knew Nangle and 
Dickmann were close friends and 
that he had called Nangle because 
he wanted to make a contribution 
we Dickmann’s behalf, Nangle stat- 
ed. 

Nangle asked for assurance that 
there were “no strings attached” to 
the offer and that no promises were 
demanded, the witness continued, 
and Boehm said there were none 
and handed him the $1000 in cur- 
rency, . 

Asked if the contribution had in- 
volved any actions on the part of 
any city officials, Nangle replied: 
“On the contrary, I became very 
uncomfortable after the election 
when Mayor Dickmann advocated 
municipal lighting plant.” 


All the political payments made 
by him were approved by Boehm 
and Boehm gave him the money to 
make them, Laun testified.

NO-FOREIGN-WAR 


PLANK APPROVED 
BY GUNVENTION 


Pledges No Troops Will Be 
Sent Abroad Except in 
Case of Attack — Help 


for Aggressors’ Victims. 


CHICAGO, July 18 (AP).—The 
Democratic party formally entered 
the 1940 election campaign today 
with a platform pledging that no 
American troops will be sent over- 
Seas except in case of attack and 
promising all consistent materia] 
aid to victims of “ruthless aggres- 
sors.” 

Quickly approved by the national 

convention last night, the platform 
Said: 
“We will not participate in for- 
eign wars and we will not send 
our army, navy or air forces to 
fight in foreign lands outside of the 
Americas, except in case of at- 
tack.” 
A similar pledge is in the Repub- 
lican platform adopted last month. 
Just before adoption of the Demo- 
cratic platform Congressman Elmer 
J. Ryan of Minnesota offered an 
amendment expressing the view 
that no man should be eligible for 
a third term as President. -Boos 
drowned out the reading of the 
proposal, which the delegates imme- 
diately howled down by a voice 
vote. : 

Wheeler Is Satisfied. 
Secretary of Commerce Hopkins, 
liaison man for the President here, 
said there was nothing in the for- 
eign policy plank as finally ap- 


dent.” 

Leaders of a “non-intervention- 
ist” group generally hailed the 
Plank as_ satisfactory. Senator 
Wheeler of Montana said that, if 
adhered to, it not only -would “pro- 
tect” the United States but guar- 
antee that there would be no in- 
tervention by this country in the 
European war. 

The Democrats matched the Re- 
publican pledge to uphold the Mon- 
roe Doctrine and to strengthen the 
nation’s defenses with all possible 
speed. There was striking similari- 
ty in the promises of both to aid 
peoples fighting for liberty. 

After upholding President Roose- 
velt’s actions in national defense 
and accusing “men blinded by par- 
tisanship” of having brushed aside 
his statements about threats to 
“our Own peace and security,” the 
platform committed the party to 
advocacy of “an invincible air 
force, a navy strong enough to pro- 
tect all our seacoasts and our na- 
tional interests, and a_ fully 
equipped and mechanized army.” 

Three Defeats for Pepper. 

Ratification of the 4000-word 
Democratic platform came swiftly 
once the _ resolutions committee 
ended day-long bickering, chiefly 
over the foreign policy plank. The 
committee discussion was _ inter- 
spersed with telephone calls to the 
White House by some Roosevelt 
supporters seeking the President’s 
aid in getting a “stronger” plank 
on foreign policy than the draft- 
ing subcommittee had  recom- 
mended. 

The effort proved unavailing, 
members said, adding that Senator 
Pepper of Florida suffered three 
successive defeats in his fight to 


include a pledge for “full aid short 
of war” for the Allies.

CHICAGO, July 18 (AP).—It was 
a shouting, tumultuous crowd that 
packed the huge Chicago Stadium 
to the eaves, ringed each of the 
three gallery tiers with standees, and 
jammed the aisles until there was 
passage room for no one last night. 
The throng was free and ready 
with its applause for President 
Roosevelt, gave him a 22-minute, 
jostling, pushing and shouting dem- 
onstration when his nominating 
speech had been concluded, and sat 
impatiently through all addresses 
that were not in support of the 
Chief Executive. 

The convention started its his- 
tory-making session in a staid and 
traditional manner. 

The Rev. William McInnes of 
Mayfair Presbyterian Church 
prayed for deliverance “from in- 
ward strife.” 

Phil Regan, the radio and screen 
singer, sang the national anthem, 
climbing to the high notes easily 
in a rich tenor. 

Tilinois Calls for Roosevelt. 

Senator James M. Slattery of Ili- 
nois brought the first big outburst 
of applause when he said Illinois 
was joining in a call to President 
Roosevelt to continue service. 

The all-American chorus of the 
Chicago Opera Co., a group of 
young singers, gave a series of 
songs serenading the different sec- 
tions of the country. 

A roar went up when Senator 
Wagner of New York came up to 
read the platform, but the delegates 
stirred and talked in the same old 
way while he did. 

Wagner elicited applause when 
he read sections praising President 
Roosevelt and approving the legis- 
lation enacted under the New Deal, 
promising a continuance of its prin- 
ciples. He got another rise out of 
the foreign affairs section. 

Third-term Opponent Booed. 

Congressman Elmer Ryan of 
Minnesota, later described to the 
convention by a Minnesota delegate 
as a former law partner of Repube- 
lican Keynoter Stassen, got the 
first sample of the convention mood 
a moment later. He offered a reso- 
lution opposing a third term, but 
the last words were drowned in a 
storm of “boos.”

SEIZING FALSE TEETH 


Canadian Low Prices Have 
Plates Taken From Mouths. 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP).— 
False teeth, cameras and a Mexican 
version of the old “Spanish trunk 
swindle” give customs inspectors 
new problems today because of the 
war. 

Narcotics, jewel, fur and silk 
smuggling are standard fare for the 


inspectors, but the times have add- 
ed new wrinkles. 

Many United States citizens have 
been attracted across the Canadian 
border by wartime cut rates on 
false teeth. However, when this 
competition began to hit American 
dentists, they protested that the 
tariff law forbids anyone’s going to 
a neighboring country for the spe- 
cific purpose of “shopping” unless 
duty is paid. 

Inspectors got busy. Even 
though the teeth usually are in the 
mouth of the “smuggler,” the in- 
spectors have seized nearly 50 sets 
in a few months. 

The camera problem is one of 
many resulting from German ref- 
ugees, who, unable to take cash out 
of their native country, try some- 
times to smuggle salable property 


their new life. They can. bring in 
anything as long as they pay duty, 
but lacking money some try to 
smuggle in articles they hope to 
sell by labeling them as “used, per- 
sonal property.” About $100,000 of 
brand-new cameras, dental and 
surgical equipment and _ similar 
goods have been confiscated from 
them. 

The old Spanish swindle has be- 
come too difficult to operate from 
a European base because of mail 
censorship, currency control and 
other handicaps, so now the fraud 
is being worked from Mexico. Re- 
cent letters have been postmarked 
Mexico City.

early summer, it appears from a 
survey as accurate as wartime con- 
ditions allow. 

An actual reduction in the bread 
ration, furthermore, scheduled to 
take effect Aug. 1, helps to off- 
set the slight gains—although the 
bread ration has been more than 
adequate thus far and probably 
will suffice even after the new re- 
duction. 

The increase in the butter ra- 
tion amounts to one-fourth of a 
pound a person a month.

The Nazis claim to have stored 
up reserves of bread-grain of be- 
tween 6,000,000 and 7,000,000 tons, 
so the saving effected by the new 
rationing system would appear to 
be motivated by the desire to main- 
tain reserves rather than by any 
actual danger of exhausting them. 
The grain saved may be intended 
for use as fodder, a shortage of 
which is liable to be a principal 
problem in Europe this winter. 


Fish Ordered From Norway. 


The Reich has just placed an 
order for 50,000,000 Norwegian 
crowns’ worth of canned fish in 
Norway, it has been announced.

In 
these cases, the purpose of the sale 
usually is to obtain foreign ex- 
change for the purchase abroad of 
things considered more important. 
It is reported, in this connection, 
that enormous stocks of champagne 
and other wines of France are be- 
ing preserved intact for sale in oth- 
er countries, especially the United 
States.

Preparing for Future. 


One reason why conquest has 
brought so little improvement in 
the standard of living in Berlin, so 
far, is that the Nazis are storing 
large quantities of foodstuffs for 
the future when, unless all signs 
are mistaken, they will be urgently 
needed.

Against Burke-Wadsworth Bill 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ERSONAL liberty and freedom to all! 

A constitutional guarantee of all civil 
liberties! For over 150 years, the Unit- 
ed States has lived up to these ideals of 
a democratic state—save for several] in- 
stances when the nation was at war and 
the national safety demanded that these 
rights be infringed upon to a slight de- 
gree. 

In the Congress of the United States 
at the present time, various Senators, 
and undoubtedly the President himself, 
are advocating the passage of a bill 
which, if passed, would restrict and 
infringe upon the personal liberty and 
freedom of the citizenry—the Burke- 


ure of the Constitution to limit the eligibility of the 
President, by his long efforts in behalf of a limiting 
amendment, his own retirement after eight years and 
his frank hope that a President who would “consent 
to be a candidate for a third election would be reject- 
ed on this demonstration of his ambitious views.” 
Jackson, whose birthday is the chief party festival 
of the Democrats, shared Jefferson’s belief in the 
need for a constitutional amendment to prohibit the 
very thing which the shouting delegates did with 
such abandon in Chicago early this morning. Six of 
Old Hickory’s eight annual messages to Congress 
urged Congress to submit a constitutional restriction. 
The two Roosevelts have flown in the face of this 
national conviction, but the special case of the first 
does not match the clear-cut violation of the second. 
Have the American people been wrong in this long- 
established belief? Even those who disavow it now

This statement was immediately 
accepted among American business 
men in Buenos Aires as the long 
expected direct, open challenge of 
the Nazis to the American commer- 
cial system in general, and to its 
relationship to the Western Hemi- 
sphere in particular. Because the 
Nazis know, amd every one with 
any knowledge of conditions in 
these countries knows, that it does 
not matter what the public pro- 
gram of the Havana _ conference 
may be, that it matters little what 
we may think are the essentials of 
better inter-American relations, the 
leaders of many of the South Amer- 


real basic problems are economic, 
Argentina, usually the dissenter, 


and even called the bad boy of 
Pan-American gatherings, may al- 
low her delegates at Havana to dis- 
cuss only generalities and _ the 
broad policies of Western. Hemi- 
sphere relations, but her Govern- 
ment at the moment is thinking 
almost entirely in terms of “how 
and where is Argentina going to 
sell beef, wheat and corn when the 
European ‘tonflict is over.” And 
until we in the United States rec- 
ognize and accept the fact that 
trade is the cornerstone of Argen- 
tina, if not all South American 
foreign policy, we are not going to 


be in a position to wield great in- 
fluence, at least in this part of 
the continent. 

Still Skeptical. 

We have made some pretty strong 
overtures lately and especially in 
the last few weeks, but the Argen- 
tineans are still skeptical as to 
how far we can and will go. They 


‘do not believe we can open our 


to many more Argentine 
products. In this connection, Nazi 
propagandists are using every 
agency at their command to con- 
vince officials and private citizens 
that American farmers are never 
going to permit greatly increased 
importations of meat and grain into 
the United States. 


The Argentineans particularly 
are further skeptical about dealing 
whole-heartedly with us because of 
the approaching presidential elec- 
tion. They know that any change 
in administration in the United 
States, at least the passing of pow- 
er from one political party to an- 
other, means a possible change in 
foreign policy. What is more, they 
are beginning to doubt whether 
the British are going to hold out 
against the German onslaught. 
They know that if England col- 
lapses Germany will then control 
the world’s greatest markets for 
meats and agricultural products. 
In other words, they are not going 
to commit themseives at Havana or 
anywhere else to any policy that 
ties their hands commercially, until 
they are unmistakably assured 
where their largest markets are 
going to be. 


Although they accepted, and were 
even anxious to have it as an emer- 
gency measure, very little enthusi- 
asm has been expressed anywhere 
regarding the $20,000,000 credit loan 
made recently by the Import-Export 
Bank to the Argentine central 
bank. The loan made it possible 
for Argentina to procure much- 
needed supplies for public utilities, 
railroads and especially the na- 
tionally owned oil industry, but of- 
ficials frankly said this or any oth- 
er loan does not in any way solve 
our fundamental problem. “Loans,” 
said one Treasury official, “have 
to be paid back. In order to pay 
them back we have to find mar- 
kets in which to sell something.’ 
The newspaper La Prensa, lately 
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unusualW friendly to us, criticised 
the idea of loans and remarked 
that if we really wished to help 
the situation we ought to remove 
restrictions on more of Argentina’s 
products. 

In other words, what attitude Ar- 
gentina is going to assume toward 
totalitarian Germany hinges en- 
tirely upon what we can do in the 
field of trade.

Who Does Not 


Like Partners

‘6 Culbertson: I 
D hate bridge partners! Now 
don’t tut-tut me. I know 
that we should love our neighbors 
and all that gort of balderdash, but 
the plain, unvarnishable fact re- 
mains that I hate bridge partners! 
They either go out of their way to 
make fantastic bids or plays and 
cost me a week’s wages, or, still 
worse, they expect me to be the 
world’s champion mind reader and 
guess what is going on in their 
desiccated brains. Cast your glim- 
mers over the following imbroglio. 
“East, dealer. 


“Match point duplicate. 
“Neither side vulnerable. 
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“The bidding at our table went: 

Fast South West North 
Pass Pass 1 spade Double 
Pass 2 hearts Pass 3 diamonds 
3 spades 4 hearts Pass Pass 
Pass 


“First, let me explain that this 
was the last board of the evening. 
I knew we had a good score and 
must be contenders for the prize, 
an estimate later borne out by the 
fact that the zero we earned on 
this hand just nosed us out of 
first money. 

“IT opened the spade king. East 
played the seven and declarer the 
eight. I then cashed the spade ace, 
East following with the nine and 
declarer with the jack. In view 
of East's delayed spade raise, at 
the three level it certainly seemed 
reasonable to suppose that declarer 
was now out of spades. I had a 
sure trump trick, so naturally went 
looking for a club trick to defeat 
the contract. I led the seven of 
clubs. Dummy’s ace was put up 
and my adorable partner gave me 
the emphatic come-on signal of the 
nine spot, 

“As you can see, declarer was 
really in a hopeless position. He 
couldn’t discard his spade on the 
diamond suit while we still had 
trumps, and to ruff said spade with 
the heart ace was certain to create 
two heart losers. I must say, how- 
ever, that he put up a good fight, 
with all of us on his team. He 
cashed the heart ace, led to the 
diamond queen, cashed the heart 
king, then played the heart 10. I 
found myself on lead with the heart 
queen, and, I ask you, what would 
you have returned? Well, I did, 
too. But to my horror, declarer 
ruffed East’s club queen and, vir- 
tually sneering in our faces, dis- 
carded his four of spades on dum- 
my’s diamonds. 


“While I sat speechless my part- 
ner had the unbelievable crust to 
wave the spade queen before my 
eyes and ask in a_reproachful, 
more-in-sorrow-than-anger tone, 
why I hadn’t led a spade to him 
after taking my trump trick! 

“I took a firm hold on myself and 
answered: (a) that his three spade 
bid had strongly led me to believe 
he had four spades and, conse- 
quently declarer had only two; (b) 
that he had shouted, with the club 
nine, for a club continuation; (c) 
that nothing in the bidding or play 
had indicated five clubs in East’s 
hand and a singleton in declarer’s; 
‘d) that a low grade moron hold- 
ing the East cards would have seen 
that a third lead of spades, orig- 
inally, would have used up dum- 
my’s trump ace and thereby pro- 
tected East’s jack, hence that said 
moron would have high-lowed on 
the first two tricks to demand said 
continuation; (e, f, g, h) these were 
devoted to more pungent remarks, 
of such a personal character that 
they cannot interest you or your 
readers, who undoubtedly have 
their own special vocabulary for 
such soul wracking moments as 
this.

SHE'S STILL STICKING TO HER TASK 


Mrs. A. F. Hazeltine Has Worked for 21 Years at Job of Reducing Debt on Catherine Springer Home. 


By Marguerite Martyn 


T a quarterly meeting of the 
St. Louis Women’s Christian 
Association more than 21 years 


ago, Mrs. A. F. Hazeltine made a 
speech advocating that the associa- 


tion extend its special service of 
providing non-profit boarding 
homes for persons of small in- 
comes. Another home for work- 


ing women in addition to one the 
association then operated at 1814 
Washington avenue had been pro- 
posed. A survey showed there 
was need for a home, preferably 
west of Grand avenue, to meet a 
great influx into the city of em- 
ployed women due to war and post- 
war conditions. 


“With that speech I let myself 
in for a lot of work and worry,” 
said Mrs. Hazeltine, as she sat 
comfortably in an _ old-fashioned 
“patent” rocker that had been a 
wedding present many years ago. 
We were in the pleasant living 
room of her home, 5610 Bartmer 
avenue, surrounded by paintings 
by her daughter, Miss Florence 
Hazeltine, well-known artist and 
supervisor of art at Soldan High 
School. 


“They promptly elected me chair- 
man of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the new branch which 
was to be called the Catherine 
Springer Home for Employed 
Women in honor of the associa- 
tion’s beloved long-time president 
then getting on toward 97 years 
of age.” 


All of the homes conducted by 
the association, the Young Wom- 
en’s Christian Home, the Russell 
Homr for elderly women, Summer 
Rest, a holiday resort for working 
girls; Memorial Home for aged 
married couples, and the Blind 
Girls’ Home, occupied buildings of 
their own.

longer. Since she has felt unable 
to do so, there has been a lag in 
contributions to the building fund. 


“T think it is not a good thing 
to continue too long in office,” she 
said. “At the same time,” she 
temporized, “to that practice is at- 
tributed the fact that our associa- 
tion has held together so faithfully 
and long.” 

I knew how the association has 
had practically but two presidents 
since its origin way back in 1868. 
Its first project was a home for 
widows.and orphans of soldiers in 
the Civil War. That was financed 
with funds left over from the San- 
itary Fair, an enormous affair 
held in temporary buildings, ex- 
tending from Olive street to Wash- 
ington avenue on Twelfth boule- 
vard, for the benefit of soldiers in 
hespitals or returning home dis- 
abled. The two long term presi- 
dents of the association*have been 
Mrs. Springer, who served 45 years 
until she died in 1920, living not 


quite long enough to see the home 
named for her, and Mrs. Clay E. 
Jordan, who succeeded her two 
years later and is still president of 
the association. 

“Our old board members have 
been splendid,” continued Mrs. 
Hazeltine. “Younger members are 
not as keen about working as hard 
as we have worked. Especially 
they don’t like making personal 
appeals for funds. I do not blame 
them. It takes courage. Often I 
have walked round and round the 
corridors of an office building be- 
fore I could summon the courage 
to go in and approach a busy busi- 
ness man with the story of our 
need, 

“Still, I have been able to do it, 
knowing our cause to be a deserv- 
ing one. I must say I never have 
met with rudeness or rebuff from 
an important executive, although 
sometimes it has been hard to get 
past the underlings. I have found 
the personal, face to face appeal 


the most efficacious method of 
solicitation.” 

Mrs. Hazeltine is anxious to see 
the task of liftin, the debt from 
the Catherine Springer Home com- 
pleted in her lifetime. 

“In three years more the final 
note On our mortgage will be due,” 
she said. “We could possibly re- 
new the loan but if-we could pay 
it off, the interest we would save 
could be put to good use. We 
have $3000 coming to us Over a pe- 
riod of three years from the sale 
of a piece of property in the county 
given to us by one of our gener- 
ous friends. We have had many 
generous friends in the past who 
have dug deep into their pockets 
to help us, but with financial con- 
ditions as they are and consequent 
increasing demands for charity, 
they are not able to give as they 
used to. “4 

“For that reason we have 
adopted the plan of seeking 
smaller and more widespread con- 


tributions. We have sent out 1700 
letters setting forth our belief that 
there can be no better work than 
the housing and protection of wom- 
en dependent on their own ef- 
forts for livelihood; that our board 
members give freely of their own 
time without remuneration; that 
our financial statements show 
how with careful management re- 
ceipts for room and board take 
care of running expenses® of the 
home; that we are not an endowed 
institution nor do we benefit from 
the United Charities, but we are 
a member of the Social Planning 
Council and are indorsed by the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

“If we could get 1000 responses 
to our letter, each containing $5, 
that would free us of debt and en- 
able us to do so much more for 
girls in need of a home.” Her 
kindly face lit up with the expres- 
sion of this hope.

RS. HAZELTINE, as do all 

members of the motherly 

Women’s Christian Associa- 
tion, has kept in close personal 
touch with the home and its occu- 
pants. She was able to compare 
types of girls who live there now 
with those of earlier years, the 
profligate ’20’s. 

“We are getting a soberer, more 
decorous type of girl nowadays,” 
she said. “I hear a good deal about 
loose behavior among young peo- 
ple, but we do not encounter it 
among our boarders. We almost 
need no house rules any more. 

“Or perhaps,” she added indul- 
gently, “we have relaxed them a 
little with the spirit of the times. 
Girls are more progressive, self- 
sufficient and able to take care of 
themselves. I think the tightness 
of money, the difficulty of getting 
jobs, makes them less carefree, 
more responsible and appreciative 
of anything that is done for them. 
With less employment we draw 
many Students studying at the uni- 
versity and schools in the neigh- 
borhood. They are a very serious 
lot. 

“A girl can pay as little as $6 
a week for room, board and laun- 
dry privileges at the Catherine 
Springer home, provided she has 
two roommates, the three of them 
sharing one bath; $7 where two 
share a room and bath; $7.50 for 
a single bedroom with a _ shared 
bath, or up to $10 a week for a 
room alone with private bath,” ex- 
plained Mrs. Hazeltine. “It is 
teachers, higher wage earners and 
retired business women with some 
savings who occupy the higher 
priced rooms. 

“You can see how it is difficult 
for girls making $10 to $12 a week 
in stores and offices to pay even 
the minimum rate along with their 
other expenses. When they fall ill 
or are laid off or are idle be- 
tween jobs, they are apt to fall 
behind with their board. In such 
cases we have to carry them until 
they can get on their feet. We de- 
vote about $300 a year to these 
emergencies. 

“Can you think,” concluded Mrs. 
Hazeltine, “of a worthier purpose 
than providing this sort of protec- 
tion to women who might other-

Economical Menus _ By Meta Given 


AKE is an all-season dessert, 
(ana at any season a plain yel- 

low cake with an old-fashioned 
jelly filling will ring the bell for 
palate appeal. This cake recipe 1s 
what we generally refer to as 
“plain,” *but you will find it far 
from being ordinary, if you follow 
the directions faithfully. The se- 
cret is to apply plenty of elbow 
grease to your cake-making: Beat 
the eggs until they are thick and 
fluffy before adding them to the 
sugar-fat mixture, and after adding 
them, go on beating until the whole 
mixture is thick and fluffy, too. 
Then beat the batter thoroughly 
after each addition of flour and 
liquid, so the finished batter is 
thick and fluffy. All this means 
that the cake, when properly baked, 
is going to be thick and fluffy, too— 
a cake to be proud of. 

Yellow Jelly Cake. 
(Cost About 30c). 


One and three-fourths cups cake 
flour, two teaspoons baking powder, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-half cup 
shortening, one cup sugar, two 
eggs, beaten, one-half cup 1! ilk, 
one-half teaspoon vanilla, one cup 
jelly, vanilla butter frosting. 

Sift flour, measure, and resift 
three times with baking powder and 
salt. Cream shortening until soft 
and smooth, gradually add sugar, 
and cream thoroughly together. 
Add the well beaten eggs in two or 
three portions, beating vigorously 
until mixture is smooth and fluffy. 
Add flour mixture and milk alter- 
nately in several portions, begin- 
ning and ending with flour, and 
beating well after each addition. 
Add vanilla and beat. thoroughly. 


Turn into two 7xll-inch cake pans 
which have been buttered and lined 
with waxed paper, and bake in a 
moderate oven (350 degrees F.) for 
25 to 30 minutes. Turn out onto 
cake coolers and cool. Spread 
whipped-up jelly between layers, 
and frost top of cake with vanilla 
butter frosting. Makes 10 servings.

The most frequent and, 
of course, the arch-enemy, is the 
family of Rhus—poison ivy, poison 
oak and poison sumac. 

Not everyone is susceptible to 
these eruptions. And apparently 
all those who are sensitive acquire 
their sensitiveness by a single con- 
tact which renders them liable to 
severe eruption later. Baffin Bay 
Eskimos do not react when given 
patch tests to poison ivy, which 
does not grow north of the St. Law- 
rence River. Newborn infants are 
not sensitive to poison ivy. But 
50 per cent of young adults in the 
vicinity of Dallas, where the plant 
grows abundantly, react positively. 

Primrose dermatitis is said to 
occur in 5 per cent of adults, But 
250 medical students with no his- 
tory of exposure showed negative 
patch tests, while 8 per cent of 
Dallas florists who handle the plant 
reacted positively. 

The Rhus family prepares its 
poison in the form of an oily, 
sticky resin or sap that. runs 
through channels in the stems and 
the leaves. Neither the pollen, 
the bark, the plant hairs, nor the 
surface of the branches or uwunin- 
jured leaves cause poisoning when 
touched. 

But if a stem is broken or a leaf 
torn or a flower or berry broken 
off, a milky juice comes out in 
small drops and this is the poison- 
Ous sap that does the damage. A 
set of small tubelike canals runs 
up the _ stems, out the stalks of 
the leaf, breaking up in the veins 
of the leaf and in the flowers and 
berries. Each canal is surrounded 
by glandular cells which secrete 
the poisonous sap. 

Every spring as the old stalks 
come to life, new canals and poi- 
son glands are formed, and the 
new young plants have very deli- 
cate leaves, easily broken by those 
who are picking wildflowers. The 
plants are dangerous all through 
the year, even in the winter when 
the light gray, smooth, brittle 
stemmed plants growing along 
fences may be misjudged; but the 
easily broken stems will exude the 
irritating sap just the same. 

Recognition is indeed the key 
to the whole question of poison 
ivy prevention. “Leaflets three, let 
it be.” Beware of reddish leaved 
plants before autumn, has come. 

Poison ivy grows in rich damp 
soil, shrub-like or climbing: up 
trees, over rocks, or walls, or 
fences. It is found all over the 
United States except on the Pa- 
cific Coast where its cousin, the 
poison oak, supplants it. Most 
vicious of all is the poison sumac 
which grows almost entirely in 
bogs. 

Prevention and treatment of 
poison ivy is now done quite suc- 
cessfully with poison ivy extract. 
To prevent, it is given in two hy- 
podermic injections at two week 
intervals. For treating, one _ in- 
jection gives marked relief in 24 
to 48 hours.
